Tell-Tale Incident.

Kecently , a reputedly capable Berlin cor­ 
respondent of an American dully was forced 
to leave Germany because a t>olitician or 
several politicians apparently were afraid 
o f facts. 
At least a dozen other correspon­ 
dents have been obliged to do the same 
thing.

Sound Banking 
Messengers from the center of things in 
Washington have been making it clear in 
many way s to bankers that they are ex pect­ 
ed to loosen up on credit. 
Hankers, in turn, 
have been making it clear to critics of 
their credit policy that they haven’t the 
slightest intention of changing It. 
They intend to proceed along conserva 
live tines. In the belief that the best bank­ 
ing practice Is that which guarantees the 
greatest protection to depositors. They will 
not advance credit unless credit is due on 
a basis of unquestionable ability to pay . 
•We pledge our support and cooperation in 
the rec'overy campaign that is now under 
way , aud we point out that the banking 
support that is in the long run most effec­ 
tive and helpful is that which conforms to 
the principles of sound banking, and which 
by so doing safeguards the institution and 
the funds of its depositors,” is the reply 
of members of the American Bankers asso­ 
ciation to President 
Roosevelt’s plea for 
more liberal credit. 
The same members. In coiivenlioii at Chi­ 
cago, are attacking actively the provision 
made for guurautee of bank deposits. They 
are demanding iHistpouemeut of the deposit 
guaranty clause in the national banking act 
passed by the special session of congress 
and slated to become effective the first of 
January , 1934 
Their aigiunent, apparently , 
is that depositors ne« s| no guarantee from 
banks under llieir new policy of conserva­ 
tive Investment. 
Straiigely 
enough, 
they 
object to it on the grounds that it would 
place a great burden on strong banks for 
the purpose of protecting weak banks. 
Point by point and argument for argumeut 
the bankers* case is confusing. 
They seem 
to be try ing to prove that by gone« should 
lie forgotten, that u new era has dawned 
in which bankers can be depended on to 
discard all the practices which caused them 
to lose the confidence of the people; that 
conservative lending is more Important than 
national recovery ; tliat they are best equip­ 
ped to dictate what should be done with 
the country ’s supply of sy mbolic wealth. 
They take a goo<! deal for granted.

Moses Cleveland, the founder of the city 
of Uleveland, was far from the rough and 
ready sort that (ak« H» readily to the ad­ 
venturous work of settling new « x nintry . He 
was born In Canterbury , Conn.. in 17B4. the 
son of a well to do family . He was grad­ 
uated from Yale and practiced law before, 
in 1779, he entered military service and 
was made captain of a company of miners 
and sappers. He resumed liis practise of 
law after the war and did well enough 
to be able to buy a share of the Connecti­ 
cut Land company , formed to purchase the 
Western Reserve in Ohio. He was named 
one of the directors. Furthermore he had 
b4*en a Connecticut legislator and was a 
brigadier general in the state rallitla. In 
1796. 
the directors 
picked 
Cleveland 
to 
head the hand of 50 who went out to set­ 
tle the reserve. 
The 
colonizer 
married 
Esther, daughter of Henry Champion, one 
of the largest shareholders in 
th© 
oon» - 
pany . Tlie enterprise, however, waa not a 
great success 
financially , 
and 
Cleveland 
returned to CXinnecllcnt. dy ing in 180« when 
the cily which he trad founded and 
to 
which he had given his name, was 10 y ears 
old.

Tell-Tale Incident. 
Most newspaper people know what most 
politicians cannot understand: that the beat 
w;iy to stop s rumor Is to block It with a 
tact. 
Recently, a reputedly capable Berlin cor­ 
respondent of au American daily was forced 
to leave Germany because a politician or 
several politicians apparently were afraid 
of facts. 
At least a doxeu other correspon­ 
dents have boon obliged to do the same 
thing. 
The Natl government did uot expel them 
directly. It employed a more potent device, 
by declaring that it could guarantee their 
safety no longer. There have been few, lf 
any, governments willing to admit that they 
were unable to protect representative* of 
the foreign press. 
The correspondent, author of a book on 
modern Germany, had been in that country 
nine years. 
His descriptions of events dur­ 
ing that time have been no remarkable that 
he bae earned an unique reputation for ac­ 
curacy and analytical reporting 
His stories were not always cl editable 
to German aims ard methods 
They were, 
in all probability, the same type of stories 
that Americans 
are 
accustomed to read 
about events in 
their own capita! 
The 
favorable actions were compared with un­ 
favorable ones, to make a balanced picture. 
Germany has falieu heir to Russia s dis­ 
tinction as the most maligned country in 
the world. 
Hourly, wherever people speak 
together, It is made the victims of rumors. 
Its political leaders are variously made out 
to be m onsters and nincompoops, although 
In fact they undoubtedly are men not great 
ly different from politicians in the United 
States, England, France or any other coun 
try. 
Apparently, Germany prefers rumors to 
facia. 
It has given every indication of hav­ 
ing made such a choice. 
It does not want 


Neighbors. 
Glimpse* of the other side of the ques­ 
tion may be had in statem ents by spokes­ 
men for Cuba's ruling Junta. 
They are 
glimpses which strengthen a common con­ 
viction among many Americans that Cuba 
liar little for which lo thank the United 
States.

Bt a I es government la not so strong as Is 
feeling against American capitalist* whose 
holdings are the baals for past and present 
threat* of intervention. 
The government 
was unable to get a Platt amendment iii the 
constitution of Franc*, where much Ameri­ 
can capital la Invested. 
Cubans are quite 
sure, however, 
that 
wilh or without an 
amendment United States fighting ships 
would not stand ready to bombard French 
territory if ihe government got lute trouble. 
These are direct signs of Cuban think­ 
ing, 
The United Htatea does not have tbs 
moral right to Intervene In Cuban affatra. 
President Roosevelt aud bis advisers, anx­ 
ious to protect American property, will do 
well to make up their minds fully on the 
question of their right to Jeo p ard y Ameri­ 
can property in other laitin American cotin- 
trles by invading Cub* again. 
Nominally, 
this country has embraced a hands-off policy. 
Hid It mean "hands-off only until there was 
occasion to put "hands on.” or can I>atin 
American peoples be sure that the American 
word can be trusted? 


Sound Banking 
Messengers from the center of things in 
Washington have been making It clear In 
many waya to bankera that they are expect­ 
ed to loosen up on credit. Hankers, in turn, 
have been making U clear to critic* cif 
their credit policy that they haven't the 
slightest intention of changing It. 
They Intend to proceed along conserva­ 
tive lines, in the belief that the best bank­ 
ing practice is thai which guarantee* the 
greatest protection to depositors. They wilt 
not advance credit unless credit ta due on 
a basis of unquestionable ability to pay. 
‘We pledge our support aud cooperation in 
the recovery campaign that Is now under 
way, aud we point out that the banking 
support that is In the long run most effec­ 
tive and helpful is that which conforms to 
the principles of sound banking, and which 
by so doing safeguards the institution and 
Ihe funds of Its depositors.’’ Is the reply 
of members of the American Hankers asso­ 
ciation lo President Roosevelt’s plea for 
more liberal credit. 
The same members, Iii convention at Chi­ 
cago, are attacking actively the provision 
made for guarantee of bauk deposits. They 
are demanding postponement of the deposit 
guaranty clause in Ihe national batiking act 
passed by the special session of congress 
sud slated lo bet Dine effective the first of 
January, 1934 
Their argument, apparently, 
is that depositor* ne«*| no guarantee from 
banks under their new policy of coussrv* 
five investment.

He was grad­ 
uated from Yale and practiced law before, 
in 1779, he entered military service and 
was made captain of a company of miners 
and sappers. He resumed bi* practise of 
law after the war and did well enough 
to be able to buy a share of the Connecti­ 
cut Land company, formed to purchase the 
Western Reserve in Ohio. He wa* named 
one of the directors. Furthermore he had 
been a Connecticut legislator and wa* a 
brigadier general In the state militia 
In 
1796. 
the directors picked 
Cleveland 
to 
bead the hand of 50 who went out to set­ 
tle the reserve. 
The 
colonizer 
married 
Esther, daughter of Henry Champion, one 
of the largest shareholders in

financially,

Cleveland 
returned to Connecticut, dying in 190« when

o r phy sical weariness.

Samaritan. He aro used her curio sity 
and held her attentio n by speaking o f 
the “ liv ing water and fo untain o f 
life,” this was v ery puzzling to her 
w ho knew o f o nly o ne kind o f w^ater, 
that which she carried in her urn.

Instead of poing into Galilee by a 
round-about way to escape the un­ 
friendly attitude of the Samaritans, 
JetUB took the more direct route 
which led past Jacob’s Well. 
This 
well is about one and a half miles 
southeast of Sheehem, at the eastern 
base of Mount Gerizim in Samaria. 
Sheehem is a city among the moun­ 
tains of Ephraim about thirty-five 
miles north of Jerusalem. 
After the 
conquest of the country it became a 
city of refuge and one of the Levitical 
towns. 
Also the burial place of Jo­ 
seph. 


The road past the well was the di­ 
rect route from Judea to Galilee, al­ 
though very scrupulous Jews went 
around through Perea. 
Jesus was 
“wearied with His journey” and 
needed rest, showing that His d o n e ­ 
ness did not save Him from human 
or physical weariness. 
Meeting this 
Samaritan woman at the well, He 
asked her for a drink of water. She 
was greatly surprised that He, a Jew, 
though she did not know who He 
was, should ask a favor of her, a 


Samaritan. He aroused her curiosity 
and held her attention by speaking of 
the “living water and fountain of 
life,” this was very puzzling to her 
who knew of only one kind of water, 
that which she carried in her urn. 


Jesus desired her to think more of 
spiritual things, and this was His 
way of keeping her thoughts off the 
water she carried and the long-lived 
hatred between the Jew’s and the 
Samaritans. He told her that God is 
an intelligent spiritual being and be­ 
cause of this, worship cannot exist in 
just attempts to control God, by sac­ 
rifices or outward acts done by those 
who do not yield Him reverence and 
true love. 


Jesus revealed to this woman His 
messianic identity before He had re­ 
vealed it to the Jews of Jerusalem or 
His disciples. 
However, He made 
Himself out to be more a prophet 
than a king— One who tells men truth 
concern God and human conduct— 
as this was the Samaritan w’oman’s 
conception of the Messiah. 
—John 4:1-26.

One 
medicine may prove to he mild for 
one person but too strong for an 
other. 


Not Contagious 
I am 
often asked 
by 
anxious 
mothers whether eczema Is a con­ 
tagious disease. 
Children often are 
humiliated and embarrassed when 
they notice 
that other 
children 
avoid them. 
There is no need for 
this because eczema k not con­ 
tagious and cannot be transmitted 
from one child to another. 
In older children eczema has been 
cured by the removal of localized 
infection somewhere in the body, 
such as disea.sed tonsils and ade­ 
noids. 
In others, when faulty elim­ 
ination has been corrected this has 
led to the cure of the skin afflic­ 
tion. 
It i« essential that the child 
receive a thorough physical exami­ 
nation In an effort to determine the 
underlying cause. 
Do not neglect eczema or any

inflammation of
